clerks favorable to the committee- 
man’s opponent. 

When Zimmer denied the charge, 
he said, the committeeman warned: 
“I'll get you, but I won’t shoot you. 
I'll meet you in police court.” Zim- 
mer said he recognized the former 
commiteeman as one of his attack- 
ers. He has asked police to arrest 
the man. 

Zimmer, who lives at 3618A Hart- 
ford street, suffered bruises on the 
left side of his face, a bloodied 
nose and minor bruises on his body. 
His glasses were broken. 

A switchboard operator employed 
by the Election Board told the 
Post-Dispatch she looked out of a 
second-floor window and saw four 
men run up behind Zimmer, as he 
was walking north on Twelfth. 
One man struck Zimmer from be- 
hind, she said, knocking him to the 
sidewalk. As he lay on the walk 
a second assailant kicked him in 
the face and body, she related. The 
four then ran north on Twelfth. 

Zimmer was a board assistant in 
charge of the selection of Repub- 
lican judges and clerks, He has 
been employed by the Election 
Board since September, 1936. 


FIREMEN RE-HIRED; VOTED 
'LOYALLY,’ IT IS DISCOVERED 


East St. Louis Pair Had Been Re- 
ported as Opposing Adminis- 
tration. 

Two East St. Louis firemen, dis- 


charged when reports reached 
Mayor John T. Connors they had 
opposed the administration candi- 
dates in the municipal elections in 
April last year, were rehired by 
the Board of Police and Fire Com- 


missioners last night after the 
Mayor discovered they had been 
loyal after all. 

Mayor Connors said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the dismissals were “all a mistake,” 
that an investigation had showed 
that the firemen, Capt. John Skra- 
bacz and Pipeman Charles Traub, 
actually had supported the admin- 
istration. The Board also hired a 
new fireman, Frank Schutzenhofer, 
2341 Missouri avenue. 


“Only last week,” he said, “I 

had the case of a young man nearly 
six feet tall, weight 178 pounds, hard 
as a rock, four years at college 
and four years in business, but he 
could not get his application for 
ensign accepted because he was 27 
years old.

Lack of Equipment. 
Cochran pointed out that both

was not the necessary equipment 
for all. 

“The Secretaries of War and the 
Navy,” Cochran told the House, 
“want conscription now and still 
the War Secretary tells an official 
committee of this House that the 
War Department cannot call out all 
the entire National Guard because 
it cannot take care of them. 

“When winter comes, where will 
the men be housed? Build all the 
equipment necessary, get the planes, 
the tanks and so forth, and when 
we have a sufficient number, then 
will be time to consider calling men 
for training if the situation de- 
mands.” 

The use of “wooden guns” at the 
present National Guard camps, the 
St. Louisan said, demonstrated that 
this country lacked equipment.

Virtually complete returns on 
State senatorial nomination con- 
tests in Tuesday’s primary election 
today showed the defeat of two 
of the 10 State Senators who sought 
renomination, They were Senator 
C. S. Nelson, Democrat, of Free- 
man, who lost his party nomination 
in the Seventeenth District, and 


W. E. Freeland, Republican, of For- 
syth, who was defeated in the Nine- 
teenth District. 

Nominating primaries were held 
in 18 of the 34 State Senatorial dis- 
tricts, including the Thirtieth (St. 
Louis) District, where a vacancy 
was created by the death of Sen- 
ator Percy Pepoon of St. Louis. 
Under the law, one-half of the 
members of the State Senate are 
elected every two years, for four- 
year terms, 

Freeland was d eated by State 
Representative D. Raymond Carter, 
Republican, of Seymour, who was 
Republican minority caucus chair- 
man in the last regular session of 
the Legislature. Carter received 
8616 votes on virtually complete re- 
turns, Freeland, 5881, and John C. 
Harlin of Gainsville, the third can- 
didate, 5799. Freeland is complet- 
ing his first term in the Senate and 
served 12 years in the House of 
Representatives. 

Nelson lost to Joe G. Lightner of 
Odessa in the Seventeenth District. 
The complete unofficial returns 
gave Lightner 9067 and Nelson 5286. 
Nelson is completing his first term 
in the Senate and previously served 
10 years in the House. 

Eight Renominated. 

The eight Senators who were re- 
nominated, all Democrats, were 
Charles O. Roberson of Rock Port, 
First District; Jess D. Sexton of 
Lawson, Third District; Michael 
Casey of Kansas City, Fifth Dis- 
trict; Frank P. Briggs of Macon, 
unopposed in the Ninth District; 
Paul C. Jones of. Kennett, unop- 
posed in the Twenty-first District; 
Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon, 
Twenty-seventh District; W. J.

seas, to fight under the British flag in the 
defense of England, would be interpreted 
by the other belligerents as an act of war. 

On the day we take that step, our nom- 
inal neutrality will end. We will be an ally 
of England, for the duration of the war. 

The arguments in favor of the destrover 
plan were presented most persuasively Sun- 
day night by venerated Gen. Pershing. 

First, he argued that America has a stake 
in this war—that not only our sympathy but 
our national interest lies on the side of

measures-short-of-war policy. 

Then Gen. Pershing added: “The British 
navy needs destroyers and small craft. We 
have an immense reserve of destroyers left 
over from the other war.

If the (50) destroyers help save the Brit- 
ish fleet, they may save us from the danger 
and hardship of another war i

(AP).—Education, it seems, is roll- 
ing these days. It’s the newest 
trend in education—the college-on- 
wheels, 

Students are forsaking the hot 
summer classrooms to take their 
education on the run. Their cam- 
pus is the whole U. S. A. or Can- 
ada or Mexico. Their textbooks 


and maps and illustrations are the 
great outdoors. 

Professors and examinations are 
real enough, but nobody minds 
“eight o’clocks,” lectures, note-tak- 
ing or research. 

It’s fun to study history on the 
plains of Abraham, in the Alamo, 
at Bunker Hill’ Geology is a pleas- 
ure in Yellowstone, Yosemite and 
the Grand Canyon. Literature can’t 
be “dry” in Sleepy Hollow or the 
House of the Seven Gables. 
Biology, botany, geography, so- 
ciology, economics—there’s no such 
thing as a dull course in the col- 
lege-on-wheels. 

More than 20 universities and 
colleges, a survey shows, have 
traveling units on the roads this 
summer. Many more are planning 
rolling schools next year. 

Students travel by bus, train or 
automobile caravan. They stop in 
tents, tourist homes or hotels. 
They pay anywhere from $100 to 
$350 for three, six, eight or 10 weeks 
on the road and the same number 
of “hours.” Educational standards 
require that the number of “hours” 
shall not exceed the number of 
weeks in the classroom. The price, 
in most instances, includes every- 
thing but after-school “extra-cur- 
ricular activities.” 

Many campus caravans move like 
a circus from camp to camp. 


Many Move Like Circus. 

A special crew of college men 
build a tent city just before the 
busses pull in. The head dietician 
and her staff prepare the evening 
meal. The electricians install lights 
in the four-to-a-tent dormitories. 
And the campus is stationary for 
the night. 

Seminars are held daily, usually 
following breakfast. Then the whole 
day is devoted to sight-seeing, note- 
taking and field trips, and _ the 
nights to seeing the night sights, *) 
sessions around the campfire.

Two, three and four day stays are 
made at important spots in the 
itinerary, then the next morning 
everything is folded up and the 
campus moves on.

RIOM, France, Aug. 8 (AP). 
The formal setting ior the “war 
blame trial” was laid today in this 
ancient city where the Supreme 
Court of defeated France will sit 
to.determine who and how many led 
ti.e nation to disaster and what pun- 
ishment they should suffer. 

Inauguration of the nation’s new 
high tribunal, brought into being 
by the Petain-Laval Government 
and charged specifically with judg- 
ing acts and men of previous gov- 


ernments, will lead at once to ex- 
haustive investigation of factors | 
which involved France in war) 
against Germany. 

Minister of Justice Raphael Ali- 
bert, who personally is installing 
the court of seven full justices and 
two alternates in the historic Pa- 
lais du Justice, has charged it with: 
“Seeking out responsibilities di- 
rectly incured through foreign, 
internal and military policies that 
led to the situation in which 
France now finds herself.” 

Today's brief ceremony of instal- 
lation turns over the tribunal to 
62-year-old Pierre Caous, former 
Criminal Court president who was 
twice wounded in the World War 
and twice cited for bravery. 

Caous, as president of the Su- 
preme Court, will have direct 
charge of the trials. Hi~ assistant, 
as vice-president, is 68-year-old 
Henri Lagarde, former counselor 
of the Court of Cassation. 

One Admiral and one General 
are among the Justices who will 
delve into the political and military 
background of the _ catastrophe 
which began when France declared 
a state of war with Germany in 
September, 1939, and ended last 
June with the collapse of its mili- 
tary machine after a few weeks of 
heavy fighting. 

The war-blame inquiry itself may 
not get under way for several days. 
Weeks, and even months, of judicial 
investigation may ensue before the 
defendants are officially named and 
specific charges entered against 
them, 

War and pre-war Government 
leaders who have been mentioned 
in the French press include former 
Premier Edouard Daladier, his suc- 
cessor, Paul Reynaud, Gen. Maurice 
Gamelin, former (Popular Front) 
Premier Leon Blum, former Ajir 
Minister Pierre Cot and former 
Minister of Interior Georges Man- 
del. How many will face formal 
charges remains for the court to 
decide.

IN CRITICISING people,. the best psychological method is 


what I have frequently termed the “sandwich plan.” This means 


that we should first administer a sincere compliment to buoy up 
the ego or morale of our “victim,” then tactfully slip over the 


meaty layer which contains our criticism, Finally, we should 
administer another honest compliment to take the possible sting 
from our criticism. Remember, too, that I used the word 
“compliment,” not the word “flattery.” A compliment is an 
honest statement of appreciation for a demonstrable virtue or 
talent that merits commendation. As such, therefore, it is an 


ethical as well as a sound psychological technique.

MANY READERS ignore my constantly reiterated emphasis 
on “compliment” and then attack me for urging people to flatter 


their neighbors. Flattery connotes an insincere statement for a 


mercenary or selfish goal. I don't employ the word, and in five 
years of writing this column, I believe you cannot cite a single 
instance where I ever urged you to flatter people. Even when 
you find yourself face to face with the middle layer of the 
sandwich, you can help take some of the unpleasantness out of 
the criticism if you will lead into it by the “I wonder” plan. 
Don’t tell a child, “You're a vefy poor reader.” Instead, say 
“I wonder if you are really trying to read as well as you can, 
Jack, for you're an intelligent boy, and surely you know that 


fluent reading is the foundation for all education.”

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Salads Ideal 
For Hot Days, 
Says Doctor

ALADS are good dishes to de- 
S pend on in hot weather, and to 
build up your resistance for the 
fall and winter season, Salads 
alone make a good hot weather 
meal. 
' The foods which go into salads 
are unadulterable and not easily 
spoiled, and contain many neces- 
sary nutritious ingredients. 

All nutrition experts emphasize 
the necessity of a generous supply 
of vegetables and fruits. The 
vegetables and fruits are the most 
important sources of iron to the 
body and if we limit them we cause 
a certain sluggishness of blood 
formation and an entire lack of re- 
serve iron such. as is normally 
found in the liver, spleen and bone 
marrow of healthy, well nourished 
individuals. 

In a study of an experimental 
diet, Dr.- H. C. Sherman of 
Columbia University, New York 
City, found that a free use of 
vegetables, whole wheat bread and 
the cheaper sorts of fruits with 
milk and eggs resulted in a gain 
of 30 per cent in the iron con- 
tent of the diet, while the protein 
and fuel value remained practical- 
ly the same as in the mixed and 
more expensive diets obtained un- 
der the same market conditions. 

The effect of apples on the ab- 
sence of the medical profession is 
no mére superstition. Growth pro- 
moting vitamin A is abundant in 
certain vegetables—such as spinach, 
carrots, corn, cabbage, brussels 
sprouts, peas and watercress. In 
their raw state they contain the 
scurvy-preventing vitamin C. Veg- 
etables and fruits tend to coun- 
teract acidity. Calcium used in 
bone building is abundant in peas 
and beans and the leaves of plants. 
Sodium, potassium, iron, phosphor- 
us and sulphur—necessary minerals 
for the body—are found in the root 
vegetables. 

Some recipes for summer vege- 
tables containing all these nutri- 
ent ingredients are: 

Raw Vetable Salad: 
beetroot, lettuce, watercress, 
ery. onion, minced parsley. 

Prepare ingredients § carefully, 
scrubbing with hard brush. Dry 
and grate in separate heaps with 
vegetable grater. - Place on lettuce 
leaves as desired, garnish with 
sliced celery, parsley and water- 
cress. Serve with oil, olives, lemon 
juice, olive oil, dressing, etc., to 
taste.

Green Salad: Lettuce, watercress, 
tomato, celery, cabbage. 

Prepare carefully, wash and dry 
ingredients. Place lettuce in in- 
dividual dishes in circle, grate or 
finely chep cabbage, cut tomatoes 
in slices with saw-edge stainless 
knife, slice celery, garnish with 
watercress. Add oil or dressing 
and two dessertspoonfuls of milled 
muts and ‘serve.

OUTH lost a well bid slam on 

the hand below and every play- 

er at the table commiserated 
with him on the unfortunate breaks 
in his long suits. But he could have 
made his contract if he had simply 
taken the precaution of establish- 
ing his side suit before exhausting 
the trumps. The hand: 

South, dealer. 


Neither side vulnerable.

G6 hearts Pass 


South had visions of a grand 
slam, but the four no trump con- 
vention speedily convinced him tha 
a small slam was the limit of the 
combined hands. North's response 
of five diamonds indicated that an 
ace was held by the opponents, 
since North would have bid five no 
trump with both the ace of dia- 
monds and the ace of spades. 
South’s decision to go to six hearts 
in spite of the missing ace, how- 
ever, was perfectly sound in view 
of North’s strong bidding. 

West opened the jack of clubs, 
South winning in his own hand 
with the ace. He next castred the 
ace and king of trumps. When 
West discarded a club on the sec- 
ond trump, South drew two more 
rounds of trumps and started the 
spades. East captured the jack 
of spades with his ace, and later 
South could not avoid losing a trick 
to West's ten of spades. 

South should have seen that it 
was vital to start the spades before 
exhausting the i.rumps. There was 
no danger if the spades broke 3-3. 
but a ruff was necessary to provide 
against a 42 split. After taking 
the second trump with the king he 
should have led the jack of spades. 
Then he could have trumped a 
third round of spades with dummy’s 
jack, and later taken the established 
finesse through East's ten of hearts.
